George McGovern’s 
strong rapport with young 
voters, it is no landslide, 
the GOP co - chairman 
said. 

At a national Phi Beta 
Kappa convention in Roch- 
ester, Minnesota, 800 
members voted to back 
Nixon by 49 percent with 
23 percent supporting 
McGovern, she pointed 
out. 

As for using show biz 
personalities as fund rais- 
ers, the GOP has Lainie 
Kazan and Chad Everett 
heading a committee to 
come up with some 
names.
